Gentlemen, 

The  Ministry  of  Health  requires  information  on  certain 
subjects'  This  information  is  embodied  in  this  report  to  save 
extra  printing  and  time. 

The  Borough  of  Huntingdon,  with  which  is  incorporated 
the  village  of  Hartford,  is  situate  on  the  north  side  of  the  river 
Ouse.  It  has  an  area  of  2,151  acres,  the  soil  being  gravel  and 
clay.  The  town  is  composed  of  a collection  of  streets,  the  main 
one,  a mile  in  length,  running  in  a northerly  direction  at  right 
angles  to  the  river. 

The  Borough  is  more  or  less  surrounded  by  Commons,  this 
tends  to  reduce  the  sites  for  building  purposes. 

The  resident  population  is  4658,  mostly  connected  with 
trade  and  many  of  the  younger  women  work  in  the  factories  and 
shops. 

There  are  two  Motor  Body  Factories,  one  Brewery,  a 
Vegetable  Canning  Factory,  and  a rubber  industry  situated  in 
the  Borough.  These  are  inspected  periodically. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  estimated  at  1360. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  £27,478. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £107  8s.  5d. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Births  registered  were  54,  29  males  and  25  females,  of 
these  4 were  illegitimate,  this  gives  a birth-rate  of  11-6  per  1000 
persons  living,  this  being  a great  decrease  from  last  year.  The 
birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15*1  per  1000.  There  were 
2 still  births  registered. 

The  deaths  registered  were  53  ; 19  males  and  34  females,  an 
average  of  1138  per  1000  persons  living,  of  these  10  were  over  70, 
10  over  80  and  2 over  90.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales 
is  11*6  per  1000.  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  childbirth. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  or  Diarrhoea 
amongst  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  but  three  deaths  were 
due  to  Premature  Birth,  The  general  health  of  the  inhabitants 
for  the  year  was  very  good.  The  death-rate  remained  low  and 
there  was  no  epidemic  of  Infectious  Disease. 


Public  Assistance  Medical  Relief  is  utilised  to  a fair  extent, 
principally  amongst  the  older  inhabitants,  also  the  Huntingdon 
County  Hospital  is  used  by  both  In  and  Out-patients. 

The  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  St.  Neots  takes  care 
of  cases  that  are  not  serious  enough  to  be  sent  to  the  Mental 
Hospital  at  Arlesey. 

The  Public  Assistance  Institution  at  the  North  end  of  the 
Town  takes  all  cases  of  illness  and  infirmity  from  the  district 
with  the  exception  of  the  Mental  cases. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Cases  of  illness  are  visited  by  a District  Nurse  in  their 
homes  and  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  conveyed  to  the  Local 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Food  is  examined  periodically  by  Mr  Solomon  Greenberg, 
Tenison  Road,  Cambridge,  and  Clinical  material  by  Dr.  Harvey, 
of  Cambridge,  through  the  County  Council.

Hospitals. 

There  is  a voluntary  County  Hospital  in  the  Borough 
which  receives  cases  ; an  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases 
supported  by  the  rates  from  this  and  neighbouring  Councils. 
Cases  of  Small  Pox  in  the  Borough  are  now  provided  for  by  the 
Countv  Council.

There  are  two  Ambulances  used  for  service  in  the  Borough, 

one  for  ordinary  cases  and  one  for  infectious  cases.

Clinics. 

There  are  clinics  in  the  Borough  for  Tuberculosis,  Child 
Welfare,  Ante-Natal  matters,  Orthopaedic  and  Mental  Diseases 
under  the  County  Council  jurisdiction. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  good,  being  collected  from  springs  in 
the  gathering  ground  off  the  Brampton  Road,  and  the  analyses 
prove  it  to  be  of  excellent  purity.  The  prolonged  drought 
during  the  Spring  and  Summer  affected  the  town’s  water  supply 
to  a greater  degree  than  ever  before.  As  a means  of  obtaining 
an  additional  supply  a borehole  was  sunk  in  the  gathering  ground 
and  completed  on  23rd  August.  Frequent  samples  were  taken 
of  this  water  and  after  the  fourth  the  Public  Analyst  stated  that 
the  new  supply  was  suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 

Analyses  of  the  town’s  supply  have  been  made  quarterly 
in  addition  to  nine  made  of  the  supply  from  the  new  bore- 
hole. 

The  Council  have  agreed  that  analyses  of  the  Town’s 
water  supply  shall  be  made  each  quarter  and  at  such  other  times 
as  shall  be  considered  advisable. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  whole  of  the  Borough  is  properly  sewered  with  the 
exception  of  32  houses,  some  of  which  are  in  outlying  districts. 
The  Sewerage  is  treated  by  tanks  and  the  effluent  discharges  into 
the  river.  Repairs  were  made  to  the  tanks  during  the  year. 

A new  Sewage  Scheme  is  at  present  under  discussion  by 
your  Council  and  is  expected  to  be  commenced  at  the  latter  part 
of  1939. 

New  Public  Conveniences  situated  in  Princes  Street  and 
All  Saints’  Passage  were  provided  in  July.  These  have  given 
the  increased  and  more  efficient  accommodation  which  was 
required. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

House  refuse  is  collected  once  per  week,  and  in  some  of 
the  closely  built  up  parts  of  the  town,  and  on  premises  where  no 
facilities  exist  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  additional  collections 
are  made. 

Refuse  is  destroyed  by  means  of  an  Incinerator  situated 
well  awav  from  the  town.  The  amount  of  house  refuse  continues 
to  increase  and  in  order  to  maintain  the  present  collections  it  is 
urgent  that  householders  should  burn  all  possible  refuse  of  a 
combustible  nature. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  a Scammell  mechanical  horse 
and  refuse  collector.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

National  Rat  Week  1938  was  observed  as  in  previous 
years  and  again  the  whole  of  November  was  recognised  as  a 
special  time  to  take  action  for  the  destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice. 

The  Borough  Council  agreed  to  display  posters  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  to  give  rat  compounds 
to  residents,  and  to  assist  occupiers  in  the  extermination  of  rats 
in  cases  of  difficulty  and  hardship. 

During  the  month  of  November  30  persons  applied  for 
rat  compound,  some  of  these  being  repeat  requests.  Premises 
were  visited  where  rats  were  known  to  be  present  or  were  sus- 
pected of  being  on  the  premises,  and  bait  was  laid  down. 

The  Borough  Council  continues  to  supply  compound 
during  other  times  of  the  year  in  order  to  encourage  the  des- 
truction of  Rats  and  Mice. 

Inspection. 

During  the  year  I have  made  inspections  of  the  District 
accompanied  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  now  one  registered  Lodging  House  in  the  Borough.

Eight  houses  were  erected  on  the  Ambury  Hill  Field 
Housing  Estate  by  30th  November,  1938,  under  the  Housing 
Act.  These  houses  consisted  of  6 of  parlour  type  with  four 
bedrooms  and  2 of  non-parlour  type  with  three  bedrooms. 
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There  is  still  a constant  demand  for  houses  especially  of 
the  smaller  type. 

The  Borough  Council  now  possesses  192  houses  and  of 
these  182  have  been  built,  and  10  acquired  since  1914. 

During  the  year  new  buildings  erected  and  entered  in  the 
Rate  Book  were  as  follows: — 10  Houses  and  2 Bungalows. 

Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

All  houses  in  which  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  appear 
are  disinfected  during  the  first  24  hours. 

Pneumonia. 

There  were  onlv  11  cases  of  this  disease,  with  2 deaths. 


Influenza. 

This  disease  was  quiescent  during  the  year,  one  death  was 
reported. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  was  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
two  from  other  Tubercular  disease  during  the  year  making  a 
death-rate  of  *64  per  1000  persons  living,  a slight  increase. 

Cancer. 

There  were  14  deaths  from  Cancer  during  the  year.

(a)  Milk  Supply. — Wholesome  and  abundant  and  apparently 
of  good  quality.  Fresh  legislation  with  regard  to  dairy  cows  and 
inspection  of  same  is  in  full  working  order  in  the  Borough.  There 
is  a Veterinary  Surgeon  appointed  for  the  District  by  the 
Huntingdon  County  Council.  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  regularly 
inspected  and  any  defects  corrected  where  required  by  the 
owners  under  the  1926  order.  Samples  of  Milk  are  examined  in 
any  suspicious  circumstances. 

(b)  Meat. — There  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  and 
all  are  in  fair  condition.  Slaughter-houses  and  meat  are 
regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  M.O.H.
